A telegra: m Ottawa, which appears else 
where, informs us that Sir George E, Cartier 
died in London on the 20th instant. The 
gallant Kaight, as our readers are aware, 
bas for some considerable time, been serious 


ly indisposed, and, acting upon the advice o 
his medi¥al attendants, left Canada for 
Europe just after the close of the last genera! 
eral election, trasting by a few mouth 
relaxation from the cares and re- 
sponsibilities of office and a chenge 
of climate to recuperate his health 
and repair the injury which a too close ap- 
Plication to business had inflicted upon his 
usually robust constitetion, Having spent a 
short time in the South of France, where hi 
health rapidly improved, he returned to Eng 
land, where be continued to reside until th 
day of hiswieath. Only a few days ago it 
was snnousced in Ottawa that Sir George 
would shortly retarn to Canada, and that he 
might be expected to take his seat in th 
House ef C ns before the prorogation o 
the House weuld take place. It was no 
wonder, therefore, that the unexpected an- 
Boeacement of his decease should have taken 
by sarprise all who beard it and created a 
found stisatien throughout the country. 
o the deaf of Sir George E. Cartier, Cana- 
da bas lost one of tho ablest statesmen sh 
bas ever pésseszed,and whose place it will be 
Bo easy matter to fill. 
more forcible than eloquent; a ready speaker, 
bat wanting in that finished style of oratory 
which captivates as well as coftviaces those 
who hear them. He was almost idolized by 
@ major poNion of his Quebec colleagues, 
and wielded'a greater influence among them 
than any French Canadian statesman eve 
did before bim- His loss at this particular juec- 
tare will bekeenly felt by his ministerial col 
leagues, and may justly be viewed in the} 
light of acnational calamity.

The Railway Survey. 


Orrawa, Oct. 16th, (May 16th), 1873. 
To Matxtanp Guakbiay :— 


The House was in Committee of Supply 
yesterery afrernoon, and on the item of Three 
hundred and Sug thousand dollars on the 
Supplementary Estimates, for the Pacific 
Railway, McKenzie asked for Fleming's 
report. Laogevin sabmitied memoraadum as 
partof the report, giving particulars as to 
tue locality. The first measurements have 
been completed betweca the eastern terminus 
near Lake Nipissing, or Red River Souod, as 
the most favorable route which bas been 
found from the extent of prairie in the inter- 
ior,to Lake Superior, as alxo, to the valley of 
the Ottawa. The route wil! require the maia 
truok line to be bailt past the north side of 
Lake Nipigeon, from which, a branch will be 
built to Lake Superior ; the distance by the 
main line, from the poiat where it will cross 
Red. River to the Eastero terminus, will 
be nine hundred and sixty-five miles. 
Of the we-tero survey the measurements bave 
been completed from Yell. w Head pass to the 
tide waterio Fraser river, as well as Van- 
couver Island via Bete Inlet. A pructicable 
line across the Rocky Mounta:as and the coast 
range, bas been found, buat the cost of some 
sections will be very heavy and its adoption 
is pot recommeaded until forther surveys 
have been made of ttis section. The closing 
partof the report says: Notime whatever 
has been lost in conaecting with the surveys 
io British Columbia, and no efforts or expen- 
diture have been spared to gaia al! the infur- 
mation necessary to arrive ata des:ription 
with regard to the most eligible line for the 
Railway. The ficld of enquiry is, however, a 
most difficult one, and it would be extremely 
unwise te decide fivaily as to the railway 
route without fulier information than is yet 
obtained.

Particniars of the Double Murder 
on San Juap Island. 


A SICKENING SCENE! 


—— - 


Eviton Staxpanp:—You have no doubt 
published the main facts of the deable mur- 
der which-was committed on this Isiand 
on last Thursday, May 15th, whereio Mr. 
James Dwyer aad bis wife were murdered by 
some unknown assassins in broad daylight. 
Aad strange to relate, but little clue as yet 
has been discovered, so as to find out the real 
murderer or murderers, 

I shall simply give you the maio facts of 
the case such as I bave seen and beard, on 
paying a visit to the place where these herri- 
ble murders were committed. 

CAPT. DWYER's HOUSE 


is situated in aboit the centre of this Island, 
ia a beautiful valley which lies at the foot of 
and to the westuf Mouot Dailas, which is the 
highest mountain on Sao Juan Island. | 
shall be particular in describing as briefly as 
possible all the facts which at present it is 
proper to make known, aod my reason for 
this is, that 1 shall not have time to write 
aay otber letter for publication at least for 
the present. Mr. Dwyer’s home was one of 
the neatest »nd most comiortabdle little places 
i ever visited on this coast, The bouse, 
sbed, bara, and everything in and around the 
place, were models of taste, while the house 
was furzished regardiess of expense. Every 
article of furniture had its place, and was 
kept with such a degree of order, cleanliness 
and regularity as to convince any lady ia the 
land of good taste, that Mrs. Dwyer was one 
of the finest housekeepers that could be 
fouad in this or any other country. 


REMAINS OF CAPT. DWYER AND WIFE FOUND. 


Mrs. Dwyer's nearest neighbor was Mr. 
Terrell, who lives about two miles off; aad 
on Friday morning Mr. Dwyer’s cow came to 
Mr. Tercell’s plaee; Mrs. Terrell told her 
husband abvut the cow being there, when the 
latter told ber to go over aod teil Mr. 
Dwyer of the fact so that he might come over 
and take the animal bome. 

The oldiady started to see Mr.and Mre.Dwyer, 
all of whom were the best of friends, and 
imagine the poor womaa’s state of mind when 
she went up where poor Dwyer had been 
ploughing, bis borses standing still and 
Dwyer lyiog in the furrow, and she thinking 
he was pretending to beusleep. She went 
up to bim, and on close inspection found bim 
dead. The good old lady's feelings, excite- 
ment, fear aod dread as weil as astunishment, 
can better be imagined than can be 
desctibed. Mrs. Terrell lost no time io 
making her way bome like a mad woman, and 
on nearing ber home ber husband went to 
meet ber, thinkiog ber crazy—svon fouod out 
that poor Captain Dwyer was no more. 

Mr. Terrell weat to his nearest oeighbors, 
got a crowd, who

of -slaughter, turned loose the horses 
who had been standing still nearly 

all the day (Chursday) and night before, 
up to Friday about 10 a. m., tor 
Dwyer bad the reins aboat his shoulders, aud 
was lying dead bebiad the plough. They 
thea weot up to the house and found Mrs 

Dwyer lying on ber fluor close to her bed, 
coid in death, and bathed in ber own blood. 
The sseue was asickeuing one,aadso much so, 
tuat i dare vot attempt to give a description 

of it, nur could aey wan do it justice, who 
witnessed it as I did, Sbe must bave seen 
ber busvand killed, for evideuty she bad 
been to work gaking a vaby’s dress (as she 
soou expected tv be a yeuoy mother), aad | 
ou seeing of bearing the fatal shui, she) 
rushed inty ber bouse from tbe troat stuop 
where she bad been to work, with a sun shade 
on ber vead§ = Sbe lucked and fastened the 
dvot; taking out the key whicn she threw on 
the fluor, aod grasped a gun which was 
luaded ; watched tue wurderer until be came 
up to the wiodow, when be fired, the ba | 
passing through her bouy, toen through a 
middi¢ door, aod Jouged io a leg io the back 
kitchen. She next received a tull courge of 
buck-shot in ber side and arm, aud as she 
wasinthe actof falling her gun no doubt 
weat off passing up through tue’ ceiling, and 
there she luy entil 


SHS WAS FOUND A CORPSE, 


Mr. Dwyer was shot right through the 
spinal columo, the ball passing out under the 
righteye. This wound was sufficient to pro- 
duce instant death, and be evidently was shot 
by some one who had been walking up very 
close bebiud bim. Evidently there was but 
one man to commit this double murder; for 
there ia evidence to show that there were 
tracks to be seen in the field other than the 
murdered man’s. 

Some eight months ago, an old man named 

SAMUEL FULLER WAS KILLED 


by supposed Indians, who were arrested at 
Whatcom and lodged in jail; bat through the 
carelessness or indifference of the English 
officers, Capt. Delacomb and Lieat, Sturt, as 
well ag the American officer now ia charge 
bere, Lieut. Houghey, these supposed mar. 
derers were discharged by the Sheriff of 
Whatcom, as there were no efforts made by 
the authorities ta have the guilty ones 
brought to justice in due form. Then we 
were under military rale, now ander civil ; 
but as the people on these islands are nuomi- 
pally goveroed by the officers of Whatcom 
County, we might by far have it said that we 
have no protection, which is true, than to 
bave the name without aoy legal or moral 
benefit from them. When this

‘we had not # single officer on this Island, 
who, legally speaking, had one particle of 
authority to make an efrest, hold an inquest, 
or to take any leading steps towards having 
any of the supposed. murderers brought to 
justice?

We Yere no Sheriff or Con- 
etable here, to make asy effort towards 
making arrests of persons suspected of these 
villainous crimes that were committed here 
on last Thureday.

effect that of 80,354 coolies shipped from- 
Macao to Peru, during the past twelve years, 
32,227 perished from shipwreck, and five per 
cent. of the whole from suicide or sickness.

Boglish Views on the Indian Ques- 
tion. 


THE LONDON ‘‘TImEs’’ ON THE MODOC TROUBLE. 


The London 7Jimes of April 16th bas a well 
considered, inteiligent and just statement 
of the Modoc trouble. A‘ter reciting the facts 
with which our readers are familiar, the 
Times observes geoerally: 

If these gavsges could be got rid of by any 
peaceful arrangement whatever, it would 
not be worth while to sacrifice United States 
troops in exterminating them. The Govern- 
mentand the people of the United States 
must be credited with no slight patience in 
this respect. The bostile Indians are a cruel 
scourge to the advancing settlers of the States 
When their passions are roused they are mer- 
ciless, brutal and tracherous, and outrages 
are occasionally committed by them which 
makes the blood of every white man boil. 
Yet the Government has persistently pursued 
towards them a policy of conciliation, and 
have endeavored by every possible means to 
give them compenpation for thelr gies they 
suffer uoder the spread ofcivilization in what 
was once their own continent. It isthe best 
proof of the genuine character.of these efforts 
tbat, according to the last report of the Uui- 
ted States Commissioner for the year 1871-72, 
while the total number of Indians in the Uni- 
ted States is 300,000, ‘‘the number of the ac- 
tually hostile and depredatory bands of to-day 
probably do not exceedsin the aggregate 8,- 
000."" There prevails, in fact, among the 
American people at large, a strong feeling of 
commiseration for these unhappy victims of 
the conflict between barbarism and civilizs- 
tion. Amore extraordinary contrast is not 
to be seen in the world than between the ad- 
vancing civilization of the Untted States and 
the North American Indiens. The two ex- 
tremes of progress and of retrogression or 
stagnation exist side by side. It is idle, 
‘though very natural, te lament the ultimate 
issue. Arace of wild savages must soouer 
or later die out of their own accord, and it is 
far kinder to endeavor to reclaim some of 
them to a more civilized mode of life. But 
the people of the United States are not the 
less touched with compunction at the sever- 
ity with which the inevitable process presses 
upon iedividuals who succumb ander it, As 
the Commissioner observed inthe report we 
have just quoted bad the settlement of the 
United Statos not been extended beyond the 
frontier of 1867, all the Indians upon the con- 
tineot would to the end of time bare found 

upon the plains ap inexhaustible supply of 
foud andclotbing. Were tue westward course 
of population to bave been stayed, even last 
year, the Indiaas would still have hoped of 
life. Butanothber such five years “will see 
the Indians of Dakota and Montana as poor 
as the Indians of Nevada and Southern Cali- 
fornin—that is, reduced to an habi wal condi- 
tion of suferiog from a want of foou.”” The 
question, in short, which brings. “Imperial 
greatness” to the United States, is described 
as bringing to the Indians ‘‘wre:chedness, 
destitution, and beggary.”’ There is often 
on the frontier a natural bitterness against 
the Indiags, bat tee mass of people recognize 
an obligation requiring them “in some way, 
and in the best way, to. make good to the ori- 
ginal owners of the soil the loss by which we 
80 great gain.”’ 
| The mesbod. adopted is that of alloting to 
them ‘‘reservations’’ in unoccupied territory.

something whea bloodshed ceases between 
the two races. Even then the suffering of 
the Indians must be severe. All that can be 
said at present is that t me will be offered 
for those attempts to civilize the remnant of 
the race, which are gure not to be wanting io 
a country abounding with pbilantbrobic en- 
t-rprise. Bute nation of banters and fisher- 
men cannot, without the most painfal efforte, 
adapt themselves to sedentary pursuits, and 
it istoo probable their nature will prove ir- 
reclaimable. Such an outbreak of treachery 
as the present proves how near the surface in 
them &re the savage’ passions which might 
seem to have been centrolled. So far, indeed 
as we have beard of it at present, it seems 
aa Outrage evéd on Indias morality, for sav- 
age nations are gen rally as scrupulous as 
civilized in respecting ambassadors. Bat the 
fury of both sides seems, in this instance, too 
deeply roused to admit of eontrol, and if the 
Indians prefers violent death in warto a 
lingering extisction ia civilization, their des- 
peration is not, perbaps, to be wondered at. 
They are like wild beasts at bay, and they are 
actiog according to their kiad.
